The OFS licenses will interface with the Customer Care and Billing system backend application to schedule
field activities and update the Customer Care and Billing system with outcomes from field activities. The
application will create reports, dashboards, update customer data, and support and manage all required server
hardware and security. The OFS licenses will support field functions in multiple Austin Energy departments.
